There vera no concrete developments daring the pest week 
relating to the substance of negotiations on Berlin and Germany. A Soviet 
diplonat in Washington reportedly stated in mid-February that the Thoapson- 
Groayto exchanges had apparently reached a "dead end", but that Khrushchev 
intended to unveil "new proposals" ct the Karen Geneva disarmament meeting. 
The official deliberately implied the BSSTi had expected "quick concessions" 
from the US in the talks as a result of the Berlin air corridor incidents. • 

The communique of the Khrushehev-ulbrioht talks In I «seov February 
26-2f stated merely that s "thorough exchange of opinions concerning the 
conclusion of the German peace treaty and the normalisation of the situation 
in West Berlin" had token place. Ho details were revealed other than the 
fact the USS. was extending additional economic assistance to the GDii, 
apparently in the form of commodity credits* The communique indicated no 
urgency with respect to the "German peace settlement" nor did It make any 
reference to tiding. The text simply noted complete accord in the USi; and 
GDii positions "with respect to the nrf1flMHl oennected with the German peace 
settlement and other current international problems." A relatively high- 
level crrry of Soviet officials took part In the discussions; on the German 
slJe, LTbvicht was accompanied only by Bruno Leuachner (former head of the 
State r- lining juion, now a member of the State Council)) Otto Winaer, 
deputy Fo-eicn Minister) and the GDK Anbassador to Moscow, Doelling. 

February 26, the day the CDR-iEsr. talks began, the Soviet Onion lodged 
protests with the OS, Britain, end France on the application of the FHQ 
eustocs lew in West Berlin. The note paralleled the GDR'a January 18 pro- 
tests and demanded that the Allied powers prevent the "Illegal" linplenen- 
tation of the lav In West Berlin. No protest has as yet been mode to the F.1G. 

Soviet flight aotivity in the 
Berlin air corridors continued intermittently throughout the week. Threo

On all of the 
above occasions, Allied aircraft flaw at the tioes specified by the Soviets, 
and the Soviet controller voiced no warnings with respect to flight safety when 
initialing the various flight plans. 

February 27, however, the Soviet controller at BASC protested to his 
British end US colleagues that a Dritish ccraaerclnl flight had not adhered to 
its scheduled altitude and that a US plane had utilised the seme flight level 
pre-ecptei by the Soviets. lie demcuded that such actions cease ae they af- 
fected air safety in the corridors.

On February 26 the S-baha bypass connecting eurburban areas north of 
East Berlin with Schoenefeld airfield south of the city was placed in opera- 
tion. The new rail link permits access to Schoenefeld fron any part of the 
ODR without crossing West Berlin territory. All previous rail connection 
transited ifeat Berlin for short distances. 

Travellers from West Germany to East Berlin are now being asked to leave 
the interzonal trains at Grlebnltssee (Just outside the Wast Berlin city limits} 
and continue to their destination via the Berlin outer railroad ring, thus 
couple fcsly avoiding West Derlin. 

V. ,.?!, 'toMfcsn <utd Soviet bloc media reported extensively on Attorney 
Generel /lobert Kennedy's visit to ifoot Berlin, February 22-24, assessing his 
appear ences there as evidence of the ' icy winds of cold war. ' The reports 
generally stressed the US wos apparently not Interested in lessening world 
tensions or In "normalising" the Berlin situation} In particular, crltloal 
attention oenered on the Kennedy statements that US f oroes would raiccin in 
Berlin, that Uerlin-FHO ties would be. maintained, that IB flrna would establish 
offloeo in West Berlin, and that the IS Intended to honor Its commitments to 
the Berliner*. The Attorney General's flights to and from Berlin constituted, 
aooording to CDK oonoentctors, "naw provocations In the air corridors."

The information available on the Blbrloht-Uhrushchev talks is as yet too 
limited to permit any considered judgment as to their significance. However, 
the fuct that the neetlngs took place immediately upon Xhrushchev's return to 
Moscow would indicate that they took up matters of importance. The Soviet 
Union has evidently agreed to additional economic assistance for the GDR, but 
the restrained wording of the communique may Imply that the aid is below what 
the GDH would have wished. Also carefully hedged or» the conmanique's refer- 
ences to the question of a peace treaty and Berlini the very vagueness of the 
phraseology may indicate Soviet intent to continue holding the peaoe treaty 
question in ebeyence for the time being. However, too little is known about 
the tclks .-3 yet to permit o firm evaluation.

Such a move 
would probably be calculated by the Soviets to be a step of rolatively low 
risk and would serve as a sop to the East Germans in the event notion on a 
separate peaoe treaty is being postponed. 

The constantly changing form of Soviet flight activity in. Us air corri- 
dors does not at this point appear designed to horrase Allied troTfio in the 
corridors directly but rather to establish a Soviet presence In th» Allied 
flight area. Simultaneously, the Soviets ere continuing to attempt, to shift 
same of the procedural responsibility for flight safety on to the Allied side. 
However, there is to date no evidence the Soviets Intend to push the flight 
safety issue far enough to endanger the continued functioning of BASC.
